The next day. October the third, a 


carefully planned attack on. an enemy 
hiiiloon hack of Iloiileon was carried 
out in the, middle nf tin- afternoon by 
o>;r Squadron.

The presen-je of their obser- 


vation balloons adiSrd one source of 
benefit to them which we knew could 
be destroyed. 
So v.-e were sent out in 


full daylight to »ccomplt?h this end. 


Avery's first air combat. Avery disabled 
MenckofTs motor with one of his bul- 
lets and the German pilot decided it 
wl»er to drop down our side of the lines 
and surrender himself rather than take 
the chance of being killed rryins to 
glide home on a crippled machine. Great 
was hie disgust, when he landed, to 
discover that his conqueror was a green 
American pilot. 


As the formation continued its patrol 


some distance this side of our lines 
Coolidge and Crocker left the rest and 
placed themselves a sood distance the 
other side of Montfaucon. 
We found 


no e.nemy machines in our vicinity, but 
were not sure that they would -not ap- 
pear as soon as we approached the 
Coulcon balloon. 


As my watch near«<j the hour for 


attack I crept a little nearer the point 
of attack. 
I>ookinff over the situation 


ahead of me some four or five miles. I 
suddenly saw two Spads streaking it 
ahead with all their speed in the direc- 
tion of the balloon. 
I looked at my' 


watch. It was but .1:40. Coolidjre and 
Crocker were eaoh afraid that the other 
would steal a march on him and were 
both so an.\ious to get the balloon that 
they disobeyed orders and had pone In 
several minutes ahead of the stated 
time.

Many twisting combats were in prog- 


ress as I grained again the part of the 
heavens above Dmilcqn. Several ma- 
chines had fallen, but. whether friend 
or foe I could not distinguish from this 
distance. The Spads were scattered all 
over the sky and our formation was 
hopelessly destroyed. 
I determined-to 


call them together and take them back 
to our 
lines. 
Our balloon was in 


flames, our mission ended and we were 
taking unwise risks fighting ten miles 
within the German lines where n mis- 
hap would drop some luckless pilots 
prisoners in their territory. 


The enemy pilots were only too will- 


ing to- let us go. 
As I collected my 


pilots about me and headed for hoim 
the Boehes lost no time in widening 
the distance between us. 
I dropped 


back and saw that the last of the Spads 
had crossed the lines and were well on 
their way. 
Then, noticing something 


froing- on east of me near the city of 
Verdun, I made a detour to investi- 
gate it. 


It was a combat between two ma- 


chines that was going on just south of 
our front. 
Hastening ahead with all 


possible speed 1 arrived there at a most 
fortunat" moment, to find that Ted 
Curtiss of SS had just been forced to 
abandon an attack on a German TJ.

With my first 
burst I noticed the gas-tank of the 
enemy machine catch on fire.

Kie had been shot througrh the foot but 
was able to come back to his Squadron. 
Poor Avery had received a disfifruring 
wound in the face which had been 
neglected by the Qftrman surgeons. But 
hu was immediately put under the beat 
of our medical care after he was re- 
leased from Germany, and win doubt- 
less soon return to the States in as 
perfect condition as he left. 
Chambers and I Go For Our ^anover. 


It was not until the morning of Oc- 


tober's that I learned that the Hanover 
machine -which Reed Chambers and I 
had shot down on October 2nd. was still 
lying under guard of our doughboys but 
a mile or so north of Montfaucon. *,It 
seemed to be in good condition and the 
officers there had telephoned to us^.to 
send out and bring it in to our hangars. 
I might say in passing that it is ex- 
tremejy rare to find an enemy'machine 
within our lines that has not been cut 
to pieces for souvenirs by the.thousand 
and one passers-by before it has been 
on the ground a single hour. It is mar- 
velous how quickly a crowd gathers at 
the site of a crashed machine. 
Motor 


drivers leave their trucks on the road 
and dash across the fields to examine 
the curiosity and see if they.cannot find 
a suitable souvenir straight-from Ger- 
many to carry away with them. From 
every direction soldiers and French 
peasants come running- to the wreck. 
By the time the pilot gets safely lande.d 
and makes his way to the scene there 
is little left of the enemy machine re- 
maining.

Force had never captured one of these

light, although if they had obeyed or- 
ders and waited for the agreed time of

coming and cravcnly turned back with- 
out notifying his companion. I surprised 
the latter and after a very brief bit of 
maneuvering shot him down completely 
out* of control.

ascended a few yards and was scattered 
to the four winds.

uncertainty 1 felt so confident that both 
pilots were not dead but merely priso- 
ners that I put off writing to their 
parents for weeks. At the cessation <if 
hostilities both 
of thess boys were 


ttirned hack to us by Germany. Scros- 


liind'-d •.viihout crashing and was being 
cared for nc;:r Montfaucon we lost no 
time in getting into an automobile and 
making our way to the front lines. 


It was raining the morning we set 


off and no flying was likely to be pos- 
sible until after midday at best. 
TVo 


ran west and north until we struck the 
eastern edge of trie famous Arponnc 
Korest at Yarennes. and there -we be- 
gan to get graphic pictures of 
the, 


gigantic artillery duel that had been 
roing en for ihe last fortnight between 
the American forces and the Germans. 
The roads from Vnrennes to Montfati- 
con were a.lmost entirely remade. Along 
hoth sides of the road for as far as the, 
eye could rendi the shell boles covered 
ihe landscape as thickly as in almost 
nny part of Xo M*i's T,nnd. 
The yoil 


was the familiar yellow clay. Since the 
rainfall the country through which we 
were passing resembled a desolate fever- 
stricken swamp. 
, 


Trees were sheared of their branches 


and even the trunks of large trees 
themselves were cut. jaggedly in two 
by the enemy's shells. Occasionally the 
ugly base of a dud shell could be seen 
protruding six or eight inches from the 
tre<V<: trunk. The nose had buried itself 
squarely in the tree, but for some rea- 
son the shell had failed to oxplode. 


Occasionally we would find ourselves 


blocked as the whole procession came to 
it halt. Somewhere up the line a big 
twelve-inch gun had slithered around 
across the road and. had completely 
blocked all traffic. 
On several occa- 


sions we waited half an hour before 
the road was cleared and the proces- 
sion again proceeded. 


I do not know whether other ob- 


servers have been impressed with the 
appearance of our American doughboys 
in the same way I have: but to me 
there seemed to be an extraordinary 
cheerfulness atumt the demeanor of 
these boys, whether they were coming 
in or going out of action. They were 
always smiling. Long lines of khaki- 
clad Americans marching two abreast, 
often enough preceded by several offi- 
cers, likewise marching on foot through 
the mud at the head of the column- 
all were whistling, singing, smiling as 
they hiked along at route step. 
They 


made caustic comments as their roving 
eyes struck the comic or unusual ih 
scenes around them. Falling such op- 
portunities, they ragged one another or 
recalled such incidents as might be ex- 
pected to excite hilarity and amusement. 
They Invariably were a happy and 
cheerful lot. Column after column we 


passed going in.' Column after column 
we met coming out. 
- 


Finally we left the main road and 


struck a slightly less congested but far 
more disreputable road, which led us up 
to the cret of the hill on which, stood 
Montfaucon. 
Guns of the Americans 


were sounding behind us now. and 
ahead we heard the enemy guns stead- 
fastly replying. The town Itself was 
nevertheless occupied by some of our 
troops, and a T. M. C. A. hut had been 
opened within the ruins.of a little shop 
on Main Street at about the center of 
the winding settlement. Here we stop- 
ped and left our car at the side of the 
street. 
A long queue of doughboys 


stood in line waiting to get to the rude 
shop window where chocolate and cigar- 
ettes were being sold.as fas as the two 
T. M. C. A. officers could pass them out. 
We entered the side door and warmed 
our muddy boots before a small open 
fire burning in the center of the floor 
of what had once" been the kitchen. 
Here we ato a lunch of biscuits and 
chocolate while we questioned the men 
as to the exact location of the aero- 
plane we had'brought down. 
s A mile or so nearer the enemy 
trenches to the north of the town the 
mwhine was lying quite unhurt, w« 
were informed. "We again took our car 
and made our way slowly through the 
narrow and desolate streets. On both 
sides the stone and mortar buildings 
had been levelled almost flat. The 
streets had been completely filled with • 
the debris of bricks, beams and rubble, 
but enough space had been cleared 
through the center to permit one vehicle 
to pass at a time. As we reached the 
edge of the town we saw:one substan- 
tial building on the very topmost point 
of the hill which, though badly bartered, 
still stood, the most conspicuous and 
most pretentious object in Montfaucon. 
We instantly recognized it from our 
numerous observations from the air. It. 
was the residence of the Crown Prince 
through those early^ campaigns against 
Verdun of 1915-1915^ More recently It 
had been occupied by the General com- 
manding the German.armies which had 
been 
opposing 
the 
American drive , 


against the Argonne. And now it wa»i 
in our hands! 


Leaving the car we, walked up to 


make an inspection of this cerebrated 
headquarters. It stood upon a. ledge of 
rock which hung over the hill-side from 
its very peak. Around its base was a 
huge mountain of reinforced concrete- 
from Fix to eight feet, in thickness. 
From within one- caught, a wonderful 
view of the whole surrounding country.' 
The Meuse vaJlej' could be followed to 
a point well below Verdun and the whole 
of the Argonne patch of woods lay un- 
der the eye from this lofty tower. 


The German Hanover machine 


found just beyond the town. 
It 


indeed in remarkably good condition. It 
had glided down under the control of. 
the' pilot and had made a fairly good" 
landing, considering the rough nature 
of the ground. The nose had gone over : 


,-it the last moment and the macMp*,. 
had struck its propeller on the gr<S"*|ji!,, 
breaking it. The tail stood erect in $jfr. j 
resting against the upper half of a • 
German telegraph pole. A few ribs fn ; 
the wings were broken; but these could ;

be repaired. Our mechanics' 


with their truck and trailer had already

arrived at the spot and were ready to \ 
take down the wings and load our prize ; 
onto their conveyance.

The, 
following morning we received i 


explicit orders to bring down an enemy i 
balloon that was hanging above th»^ 
enemy town of Itlaroq, about four miles 
inside their lines. Lieutenants Coolidg« j 
and Cook armed their guns -with special

other pla.nes as a protective escort.; w« 
set off e^irly in the morning and attained : 
undiscovered a good position behind th« 
balloon. Coolidge started a first attack, ' 
with Cook following him in case he was

unsuccessful. But Coolidge was not un- j 
successful.

make a sudden bank to avoid its threat" ; 
rning flames. Without further molesta- 
tion than the usual Archy fire of the J 
front, we returned to our aerodrome ; 
without having seen a single enemy j 
aeroplane in the sky. It ha.d been quite j 
thf* simplest balloon strafing party on

which we had ever been engaged.

My Sixteenth Official Victory. 


No further victories came to onr 


Squadron, owing to the continuous bad 
weather, until October 9, when at about i 
five in the afternoon'I had my machine 
pushed out in the mud of the aero- ' 
drome and got away through the clouds i 
for a short survey of the-lines. No ; 
enemy'machines were ojjt, but I diseov- i 
ered a balloon watching our front from ! 
a point just back of Dun-sur-Meuse. 
Making a wide detour to lose myself 
from their sight. I came back: at Dun 
from the rear, just as it was, getting 
so dark that it. would be difficult to dis- 
tinguish my machine from any consid- 
erable distance. 


But it was also too dark to do any 


observing from balloons and thc.Bor.hes 
had hauled their Drachcn down'into its 
nest for the night. I passed the spot 
twice before I could make out the out- 
line of the sleek gas-bag from my low 
height of only 200 feet above ground. 
Then taking a fresh start I made two 
attacks at iti in its nest before I suc- 
ceeded in setting It afire. 
It finally 


caught with sufficient glow to light up 
the whole country around, including 
several machine-gun pits and Archy 
batteries which I discovered were fran- 
tically firing at me. The.Ir aim was bad, 
however, and I flew Safely back to tha 
hangars and landed to receive the in- 
formation that the result of my patrol 
had been witnessed by our balloon posts 
south of Dun and confirmation already 
had hWn telephoned In. 


it. was my sixteenth.official victory.
